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OUTWARD APPEARANCE. Make a 
great first impression with an eye-catch- 
ing exterior. In this Montana retreat, the 
outside stonework is a blend of real lo- 
cally-sourced stone, full veneer and thin 
veneer. The horizontal, ship-lap wood 
siding leaves about an inch exposed, cre- 
ating shadow lines that play on the look 
of chinking, explains Jesse Vigil, project 
manager at CTA Architects Engineers. A 
local artisan made the front door from 
reclaimed wood with blacksmith iron 
for the strapping and bolts. 
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' WIDE OPEN SPACES. In a vaca- 

tion home, an open living area keeps 
things casual. In this great room, 
the living, dining and bar space are 
combined into one large room. The 
overhead timbers are a combination 
of structural beams and decorative 
accents. The wood flooring through- 
j out the house is a knuckle-rubbed 

hickory, stained a chestnut hue. 
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F or most, finding a property 
to rival their dream home is a 
challenge. For some, it’s the 
other way around. 

“When an amazing property be- 
came available in a meadow with aspen 
and pine trees, and a little creek, our 
clients decided to take a look,” recalls 
project manager Jesse Vigil with Mis- 
soula, Montana-based CTA Architects 
and Engineers. “After walking the site, 
instead of buying just one lot, they de- 
cided to take all three.” 

Located in southwestern Montana, 
in the renowned Rock Creek Cattle 
Company, the house had a lot to prove 
against the stunning backdrop. But, 
with the help of a top-notch design and 
build team, it more than met the chal- 
lenge. “We really wanted to capture the 
view of the creek and pay respect to the 
meadow, as well as take notes from what 
the creek was doing,” explains Vigil. 



The resulting house is one that feels 
at home with its surroundings. The 
team decided on a “Rocky Mountain 
rustic” look, incorporating rugged ele- 
ments such as timber siding and rock- 
work, but “knocking the edges off a 
little bit” to make the design a bit clean- 
er and more contemporary, says Vigil. 


“We lightened up the interior and ex- 
terior a bit with design details like the 
glass breezeway that connects the main 
house to the guesthouse.” 

Other standout design elements in- 
clude exterior and interior timberwork 
(some are purely accents while others 
are structural), Montana Moss Rock 
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great room 


SEE THE LIGHT (LEFT). 

Large windows positioned along 
a hallway make a functional 
space beautiful. This hallway that 
leads to the owner's side of the 
house, offers views to the creek. 
The stonework from outside 
was also brought in to add a bit 
of weight to the interior design. 
"The stonework gives the hall- 
way a little more importance and 
the reclaimed wood products 
break up the stone," explains 
Vigil. "It creates a warmth and 
nice contrast with the painted 
walls." 


IN THE MIX (ABOVE). 

Rugged elements like the 
knuckle-rubbed hickory floors 
and Montana Moss Rock create 
a natural background for the no- 
fuss, neutral furnishings. 

SIT A SPELL (RIGHT). 

When you're designing your 
custom home, think about spe- 
cial floor plan features that will 
enhance the way you live. "The 
owners wanted a sunken bar, so 
that's what we created," says 
Vigil. "If you're entertaining in 
the living room, you can actually 
seat your guests at a normal- 
height chair, pull up to the bar 
and the bartender is down below 
you, looking up."

NATURAL BEAUTY (BELOW). 

The all-natural kitchen is anchored with a 
stone wall and heavy nnetal cover around 
the range hood. Next to the nnain counter- 
top, a custonn butcher block-topped island 
serves as an instant talking point and 
functional cooking space. 


HOUSE OF STYLE (FAR RIGHT). 

Transitional style is a great option in a cus- 
tom home, where you can mix aesthetics 
and design elements for an eclectic look. 
Here, the contemporary dining chairs and 
sleek chandelier work surprisingly well 
with the natural-wood table and character 
floors. Neutral window treatments soften 
the appearance of wood and glass in the 
room. 









and large windows throughout to take 
in the views of the nearby creek. “We 
opted for copper windows and encase- 
ments so you can open up the back 
of the house and bring that babbling 
creek noise inside,” says Vigil. 

In the end, the house became the 
perfect complement to the setting — 
understated yet impressive. “When you 
look outside and see the aspens chang- 
ing colors and the sun starting to go 
into twilight,” says Vigil, “it feels like the 
house has been sitting there forever.”

MASTER OF THE HOUSE (RIGHT). 

Soften your spaces with warm area 
rugs, draperies and bedding. A neu- 
tral, cream-colored paint color (found 
throughout the entire home) bright- 
ens the master bedroom space, and 
the fine furnishings make the room 
feel like an instant getaway. 

MEET IN THE MIDDLE 
(BELOW; RIGHT). 

Bring the spa feel to your master 
bathroom with smart planning and 
high-end amenities.

Ifs 
nice and cool back there 
because it's covered, and 
you also have the fireplace 
with a little sitting spot, 
dining area and kitchen, 
so you can spend time 
outdoors all year round."

F or some, building a custom home 
means living the dream worlds away 
from everyday life. For others, that 
dream is realized right in their own back- 
yard. “My clients wanted to build two houses 
— one in the mountains and one in the city,” 
says Kevin Gray, owner of Kevin Gray Inte- 
riors in Calgary. “But after looking at costs, 
they couldn’t take on two projects without 
sacrihcing many of the elements they de- 
sired, so we built their mountain home in 
the city.” 

The three-level, hve-bedroom house that 
backs up to a river in downtown Calgary, em- 
bodies the “urban rustic” theme the owners 
and their team were striving for. They want- 
ed traditional timber-frame elements, but a 
richer, darker look, so that was the jumping 
off point for the entire design, explains Gray. 

“We didn’t want it to look like it was 
plucked out of the forest and placed in the 
city,” he says. “Instead, we wanted it to have 
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EXTERIOR APPEAL. Don't be afraid to 
mix unexpected materials in your cus- 
tom home. Here, Douglas fir timbers are 
paired with custom-milled, solid-wood 
siding that features a "similar aesthetic 
to chinking," says designer Kevin Gray. 
Cedar shakes stained a custom gray/ 
green tone paired with fascia boards 
and window battens in a steel blue bring 
muted color to the home's exterior. 
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an urban sensibility; a sophisticated 
look with eclectic notes.” 

To accomplish just that, Gray 
started from the outside and moved 
in, creating contrast in colors, texture 
and themes. Reclaimed materials are 
found throughout the house, from the 
floors to the walls, and they’re paired 
with surprisingly modern touches, 
including copper hxtures, slate coun- 
tertops and sleek lighting hxtures. 
Combine these hnishes with the rich 
furnishings in copper, gold and teal, 
and the result is a lesson in mix-and- 
match perfection. 

“A timber frame project like this is 
always challenging because there are 
more details to coordinate between de- 
sign and construction, which you dont 
get on conventional homes, but the 
reward is worth it,” says Gray. “We love 
having happy clients who talk glowing- 
ly about their home, which is certainly 
the case here.” 
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IN LIVING COLOR. Decide on 
a color palette and try to keep 
it consistent throughout your 
entire house. "The theme here 
was copper tones, accented 
with hits of teal and gold," says 
Gray. "We incorporated custom 
furnishings in yellows, reds 
and tans, and added a plaid rug 
with the same hues." Varying 
textures and rich woods bring 
depth and interest to the space.

STYLISH SANCTUARY (LEFT). 

Old meets new in the private office 
space. Designed to resemble a 
miner's cabin, the room boasts re- 
claimed barn wood walls and oak 
flooring. The desk was made from 
pedestals wrapped in leather and 
topped with granite in a leathered 
finish. Plaid wool draperies warm 
up the room and bring pattern into 
the space.

VISUAL APPEAL (LEFT). 

Even in a wood honne, try to incor- 
porate lighter elements for instant 
brightness. Neutral paint colors 
and a light ceiling complement 
the cream cabinets and no-fuss 
pendant lights. Rustic elements, 
including a hammered-copper 
countertop and veneer-thickness 
stone around the ovens and stove 
tops, carry the theme of the house 
into the space. 


FINE DINING (BELOW). 

Eye-catching elements, like the 
teal upholstered benches and tex- 
tured walls, make a statement in 
the formal dining space. Juxtapos- 
ing pieces from different styles or 
eras, such as the table and buffet, 
is a smart way to add visual inter- 
est. In the casual eating space, 
simple furnishings work well in 
the room without taking away 
from the architectural elements.

MIXED MATERIALS (LEFT). 

Sleek finishes like the under-nnount 
white porcelain sink and honed- 
slate countertop contrast per- 
fectly with the cherry cabinets and 
overhead beams. Copper faucets 
complement the 24-inch "metallic" 
tiles on the walls and floors. 


RECLAIMED RUSTIC (FAR LEFT). 

To create a rustic feel, use unex- 
pected elements in unexpected 
ways. "We wanted the powder 
room to feel more rustic, so we 
used the reclaimed oak floor boards 
on the walls and stained them 
darker," says Gray. The custom mir- 
ror was made from an old tractor 
tire and chain. 


ADDED COMFORT (BELOW). 

Don't skimp on furnishings and 
textiles for your home. The theme 
in the bedroom was blended silks 
and rough linens, so items like 
the silk/velvet throw intentionally 
contrasted the matte texture of the 
linen bedding and draperies. In the 
media room, a coffee table was ret- 
rofitted with a plaid, button-tufted 
cover to bring color and interest to 
the room.

KEEP IT COOL. 

Unique details like this 
naturally-cool wine room 
(located underneath the steps 
at the front of the house) 
bring a touch of luxury. The 
bar countertop is made from 
Orion brown leathered granite. 
A mirrored backsplash and 
drystacked stonework contrast 
perfectly. The double doors 
were salvaged from a Welsh 
chapel dating back to 1890.

There are usually 
a variety of local sources for barn board; simply con- 
duct an online search in your area for "architectural 
salvage" or "reclaimed wood" and that will usually 


What should people think about when they're at- 
tempting to combine styles in a home? 

It's really important to have a base palette of col- 
ors and materials to help unify and ground things 
throughout the home, then layer your contemporary 
or rustic touches. Furniture, artwork and acces- 
sories are a great way to bring in modern touches.

W hen the owners of this home found 10.5 
acres with 300 feet of frontage on Wis- 
consin’s Lake Lucerne, they hoped to 
renovate a cottage on the property. It was beyond re- 
pair, however, so they welcomed the opportunity to 
create a lakeside retreat from scratch. They felt that 
half-log construction — full logs cut in two and sand- 
wiched around conventional framed and insulated 
walls — would provide the right look but offer more 
interior versatility. 

As a result, the home features 9-inch, white pine 
cabin logs with vertical post corners for a smooth ap- 
pearance. The surfaces of the wall logs and posts are 
hand-hnished to convey rustic charm. Full-log king 
post trusses and half-log trim for the windows and 
doors enhance the look. 

The owners designed the home to take advantage 
of lake views and their backyard pond. That meant 
big windows in the great room. Half-log construction 
allowed for drywall, both to balance the log work and 
to help reflect natural light throughout the interior.

CREATE CONTRAST (LEFT). 

Rather that overwhelming your 
interior spaces with too much brown 
wood, opt for contrasting shades. 

Here, a dark, rich stain was custom 
made specifically to give the home a 
rustic feel, and it pairs perfectly with 
the cream-colored walls that work to 
brighten the space. 

GET PERSONAL (FAR LEFT). 

Incorporate items to personalize 
your custom home. The mantel in 
this great room was made from 
timbers that were in the Wisconsin 
Peshtigo Fire. Also, in the fireplace, 
you'll see a specialized stone in the 
shape of Wisconsin.

IN THE MIX (RIGHT). 

Mixing styles and materials is a tricky task, but don't be afraid to 
take risks in your design. Random-width half logs (complete with 
thick chinking) give this kitchen an old-timey cabin feel, while the 
glossy granite countertops and backsplash keep things modern. 

WALK THIS WAY (BELOW; RIGHT). 

When you're mixing materials, it's smart to keep some things 
simple. In this home, rough-sawn tongue-and-groove flooring was 
used throughout. The flooring was intentionally put down while 
the interior walls and ceilings were being built to add character; 
scaffolding was dragged across the floors and tools were dropped, 
creating knicks and marks before the floors were sealed.

LIGHTEN UP (LEFT). 

In a wood home, opting for half-log 
construction allows you to incorporate 
drywall inside the home, which bal- 
ances the amount of wood and helps 
to reflect natural light. In this bedroom 
space, half logs were also used to trim 
the perimeter of the windows that were 
included to take in the lake views. 
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Random-width logs with chinking 
were attached to the kitchen drywall 
to add an old-timey cabin touch that 
white pine car siding and accent logs 
reinforce. Distressed white pine floor- 
ing embellishes that look. The owners 
were particularly pleased to be able to 
salvage tongue-and-groove paneling 
from the property’s original cottage 
to use in the lower-level bedrooms and 
connect to the land’s history.

Why do you think people are 
drawn to wood homes?

One Canadian home offers the 
benefits of traditional timber framing 
in a modern design.

I t’s hard to imagine a home so stunning 
it could rival the natural beauty of the 
Canadian countryside. But take one 
look at this farmhouse-inspired retreat by 
Canadian Timberframes of Golden, British 
Columbia, and that’s exactly what you’ll see. 

Situated on 160 acres of rolling hills and 
woodland, the 10,500-square-foot, eight- 
bedroom home was designed to pay trib- 
ute to the functional farmhouses that are 
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great room 

LIGHTEN UP (LEFT). 

Light-colored walls are a unique way 
to brighten up a wood home. Here, 
the design team chose whitewashed 
tongue-and-groove walls to contrast the 
rough-sawn timbers. "The homeowner 
wanted a warmer feeling than drywall 
allows," says Bowes. 


HEAVY METAL (ABOVE RIGHT). 

To create an industrial feel, think about 
incorporating metal accents into your 
timber structure. The steel in this house 
is a combination of decorative and 
structural. Canadian Timberframes 
worked together with a commissioned 
blacksmith to add metal accents to the 
space, including the fireplace surround 
in the great room. 


LIVE LARGE (BELOW RIGHT). 

Large spaces call for equally large 
furnishings, much like this custom- 
made table in the dining room. The in- 
terior trim also stands out in this space 
— a special addition that surrounds all 
the windows, doors and baseboards 
throughout the house. 
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native to the area — just on a much 
larger scale. 

“The homeowner wanted to du- 
plicate the archetypal farmhouse, but 
in a massive version,” explains Jeff 
Bowes, president of Canadian Tim- 
berframes. “To do this, he turned to a 
heavy-timber structure.” 

And it was that full, structural 
frame that became the focal point 
in the stunning home, setting the 
stage for the wood-heavy theme. “The 
owner had already bought a turn-of- 
the-century log building, so he was 
impressed with the old saw work and 


reclaimed aesthetic,” says Bowes. To 
achieve that same look in the house, 
Bowes and his team created an an- 
tique hnish on the heavy, rough-sawn 
timbers. “We even burned the tim- 
bers a bit for added texture before 
applying a wire- brush treatment and 
stain,” he adds. 

No drywall was used in the house. 
Instead, all of the ceilings are 2-by-8- 
inch Douglas hr tongue-and-groove. 
“The owner didn’t want drywall, but 
a warmer feeling. The material choic- 
es also perfectly contrast the rough- 
sawn timbers,” Bowes explains. 


For added detail, the design team 
drew on the homeowner’s experi- 
ence in the mining sector, incorporat- 
ing elements like a four-story elevator 
created to mimic the look of an old 
mining shaft. Extra amenities include 
an indoor pool, wine room and sauna, 
but the real star is the timber frame. 
“The timber design by Canadian Tim- 
berframes is quite spectacular,” says 
Alison Noble of Blue Sky Architec- 
ture. “They managed to create a real 
rustic feel with the timber treatment 
and metal accents. It’s a very dynamic 
and dramatic design.”

SEE CLEARLY (FAR LEFT). 

Glass elements like the elevator and 
stair surrounds add an interesting 
design detail while keeping things open 
inside and outside the home. "There's 
also a wine room and sauna, and it's all 
glassed in," says Bowes. "The elevator 
needed it for safety reasons, but it looks 
really cool." 

ROCK THIS WAY (LEFT; BELOW). 

Natural materials are always a perfect 
pair. Real stacked stone takes center 
stage in the master bedroom. Matching 
tile walls and floors in the bathroom 
add a sleek feel, while well-placed sky- 
lights usher in extra light. 
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MOVING ON UP (ABOVE; LEFT). 

An elevator is always a smart design 
decision in a home where you're plan- 
ning on living during your older years. 
This elevator reaches all the way up to 
the loft/office space, and was designed 
to pay homage to the mining industry 
that the homeowner knows and loves. 
Glass walls with surrounding timbers 
keep the elevator safe while still allow- 
ing people to see inside and out. 


IN THE DETAILS (LEFT). 

No matter the size of home, always 
remember to focus on the details. All of 
the switch plates and push buttons for 
the elevator were handcrafted to mimic 
the look of an old mining shaft.

CANADIAN TIMBERFRAMES 


f What is your favorite feature in 
this house? 

Our antique finish on the timber 
frame is one of my favorite features. The age-old 
circle-sawn look that we are able to produce on new 
structural timber was so appropriate for this project. 
We often do this very custom process on smaller 
projects, but we consider ourselves fortunate to have 
had someone so impressed with the samples we 
provided that they had us do the same treatment on a 
very large timber structure. 


The mix of warm wood and metal accents creates a 
unique look that pairs perfectly together. Why do you 
think this combination works so well? 

I think it comes down to "honest architecture" and 


using authentic materials. Although the heavy steel 
became a welcome aesthetic feature for the client, 
all the steel was required and is performing structur- 
ally. It was much easier to work the metal connectors 
into the timber frame in a way that featured this steel 
instead of having to hide it. Lucky for us, the client 
loved working with our design team to make the steel 
an exciting feature. 


In a house this size, how do you keep the spaces 
from feeling overly vast? 

I may be biased, but it's the wood. I find that most 
people walk into the spaces we create and feel a 
sense of warmth and ease. Heavy timber is one of the 
most natural building materials, and all of us relate to 
that feeling on some level.

W HEN EVERYTHING includ- 
ing our homes has gone 
high-tech, the garden 
becomes a precious commodity. “The 
garden is a place to escape the toils of 
day-to-day urban life and get back to 
nature,” says Susan Ingram of ARustic 
Garden.com. To keep your landscap- 
ing from adding to your list of day- 
to-day tasks, consider a rustic garden. 
Romantic, quirky, free-flowing — all 


of these terms describe the slightly un- 
tamed nature of the rustic garden. 

Interested in creating your own un- 
civilized space? START WITH HARD- 
SCAPING, but keep walks, walls and 
other permanent features casual. Skip 
the hard edges and straight lines. “Keep 
in mind that Mother Nature doesn’t 
space rocks out evenly so it looks like a 
mineheld,” says Jenny Peterson of J. Pe- 
terson Garden Design in Austin, Texas. 



“She places plants and rocks so that they 
have a relationship to one another.” 

Lay out meandering paths using 
stepping stones or layers of loose pea 
gravel. For walls, opt for mossy or tum- 
bled stone. Fencing that’s weathered 
or hand-wrought hts the style. Vintage 
brick or aged cobblestones are rustic 
garden classics. 

WATER FEATURES add lively 
sound and dancing light to any garden. 
In keeping with a rustic theme, you can 
re-create a babbling brook tumbling 
over rocks or set up a fountain that 
looks rugged or organic. “Birdbaths 
will encourage birds to come to the gar- 
den,” Ingram says. ‘Just remember to 
place them in a secluded location with 
cover nearby, or the birds might be too 
shy to bathe.” 

Look for PLANTS THAT RE- 
QUIRE LITTLE MAINTENANCE and 
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will spread as they mature. Plants that 
are native to your region will feel right 
at home. The rustic garden doesn’t 
require frequent shaping with hedge 
trimmers. In fact, a look that’s almost 
overrun and a bit wild suits the style. 

Get creative with ORNAMENTS 
AND ACCESSORIES. For materials, 
think rust, chipped paint, hand-thrown 
ceramics and weathered wood. All of 
these less-fhan-perfect materials bring 
extra personality to your garden. Ac- 
cents should look natural or handmade. 
Try incorporating antiques or items 
that symbolize your region — whether 
they’re seashells or old farm tools. 

Remember to include SEATING 
in your garden plans. A stone or wood 
bench, a low wall or wrought-iron table 
and chairs are all good choices. You’ll 
want a place to sit and admire your wild 
and wonderful garden. ■

Interior lighting 
depends on a variety of fixtures, from 
chandeliers to recessed lights to table 
and floor lamps. Employing a variety of 
fixtures will serve you well outdoors, 
too. Consider these elements of an 
overall exterior lighting plan: 


■ FLOODLIGHTS. What these fixtures 
lack in subtlety, they make up for 

in function, particularly in places 
like doorways, garage entries and 
paths.
